— The freehold 
memorial and sporting estate of An- 

kerwycko, in Buckinghamshire, was of- 
fered for sale yesterday at the City 
Auction iMart, Tokenbouseyard, by 
Messrs. Walton it Lee of Mount street, 
Grosvenor s([uare. Including in the 
sale and forming part of the proiierty, 
which for a considerable distance is 
bordered by the river Thames, yyas 
Magna Charta I.sland. The island con- 
(aiiis a handtpnie n^sitlcncp, on the 
vyall.-. of till! reception rooms being 
paiutpd tlie shields aiJiJ arms of the 
l)arons svho wore in attendance at the 
singing of Magna Charta. The auc 
tioneer staled that in the cetitre of the 
room was a table with a stono top 
bearing this inscription; "Bo it remem- 
berod that on this island, June 12, 
1215, John, King of England ijigped 
Magna Chavia, nnd in the year 1734 
this builfiing was e^-cctetl in coui- 
mejBorfttion qf ^ht^t greftt and import- 
ant; historical event by Ueorge Simon 
ITarcQurt, Esq., Lord of the Manor, 
and then high sherilV of the county," 
The total aren, of the estate, which is 
within a short, distance of Windsor, is 
about GOt acres, producing an estimat- 
ed annual rental of .^2,070. The bid- 
dings commepoed with an olTer of 4^30,- 
000, which was subsequently incroaited 
to .£50,000. The reserve price not hav- 
ing boon touched, the property was 
withdrawn and submitted in twolvo 
separated lots, but, save in one instance 
the prices tendered were not oonsider- 
ed auflicient, and in the .interests of 
the vendors the eleven lots were with- 
drawn.

QUESTION OF LONGEVITY. 



Soma of tlio nequlsltos for ILong "Life"-- 
Obnnge.f AVIiIcli N'uruiaUr Occur In 
. 1,., ... Old Aso— lIo>y the Bones Are 

IMeaiciil Eecorl.l 
fMr,..Wi& every year tho average duration 
of Hfo is increased, and v.'c liiive ninro old 
people on our hands. JCiiturully. the 
question becomi;s of incrca.siiig interest. 
/ -How shall wo secure a healthful old ai;e, 
w nd how can "we prolong iu comfort tLiis 
nllity? 

Some curious iiifonnation regarding 
this subject, though more e.sj'euially re- 
garding what may lie called "cunteuariau- 
•Isui, " has been published by a guntlcmaa 
of Syracuse, M. Y. , who, we are in- 
formed, has collected tUe histories of 10,- 
000 people that liavo passed the age of 100 
years., According to this auihority, tho 
United Slates leads in eeiiteuariaa 
. -.longevity, wliile Coiiaccticut, is ahead 
£lSj*94WS states. As to box, -ivomca; us 
to occupation, soldiers, sailors, and 
farmers are tho longest lived. Among 
the profcssioas, 100 miiiistcrs, thirty dec- 
tors, and<ton lawyers reached their con-' 
tennial. 

Of more practical and scientific charac- 
ter are tho statistics regarding longevity 
obtained by tho Britisli Colleclivo Investi- 
gation committeo. These are based upoa 
over 500 returns, aud relate to persons 
■who have reached or passed tl»e age of 80. " 

Professor Humphrey, of Cambridgo, 
Los given some interesting deductions 
1)ased upon these returns iu au oration re- 
f cently delivered before the .Medical Soci- 
ety of London. 

Tho first requisite for longevity must be 
•an inherent quality of eiulurauce, u some- 
thing which is inborn and perhaps inher- 
ited. It is noticeable that the phthisical 
taint does not necessarially lessen the ca- 
pacity for longevity. Vuioug 000 aged 
persons, phthisis ap^^t'nred in fathers, 
mothers, brothers, or sisters of 82, that is, 
in about 17 per cent la one ca.se both 
father and mother were phthisieal. 

A second requisite for long life is free- 
dom from exposure lo casualties. It is 
on this ground, in part, that more women 
than men reach e.'vlrenie age. OthLi lei- 
sons, however, are, perhaps, a greater 
natural vitality, siuco even iu early life 
the mortality is les.s among females than 
males. It does not seem to be proved by 
the data cullected that short and small 
men and women have any advantage over 
those who are taller aud larger. The 
average height of old Knglishmen is five 
feet si.'c in.:hes, that of women five feot 
three inches. 

Professor Humphrey would limU quite 
sharply the changes -which normally 
occur in old age. They are quaalitative 
rather than (jualitative. There is a dimi- 
nution in material aud force, with per- 
haps a slight increase iu the oily matter 
of the tissues; all other changes are 
pathological 

Among t]"'» most marked of senile 
changes are those of the bones. These 
lose in weight, but not uecessnrily iu size; 
indeed, they may even increase in size by 
a sub pefiusteal ossilicatiou, Tho interior 
of the bones becomes softened and filled 
with marrow; the walls become thinned. 
Tho ends of tho bones are particularly af- 
fected in this way, aud hence the liability 
of the boues to fracture at these parts. 
The alveolar nrocesses waste away, so 
that In men obovo 80 the number of 
teeth is only six. white in women it is but 
three The cranium generally becomes 
thinner and lighter, In some cases, how- 
ever, tho skull walls are actuall v increased 
in density and thickness by the osseous 
deposits on the interior of- the brain case. 

Contrary to the generally received 
view, the cartilages of liealtliy old people 
do not calcify und harden, but remain 
elastic. They, however, undergo some 
atrophv, which accounts for the decrease 
in height. 

In the same way Professor Humphrey 
believes that calcitication of arteries is not 
a process normal or common at advanced 
age. Among 'd'd'i returns relating to the 
pulse, it was found incompressible in only 
seventy-two. In iJS3 returns, the arteries 
were found knotty iu only forty. ^Vo 
cannot, however, place very much do- 
pendcuce upon such data. 

Therateof the heart beat in old ago 
has been said by some physiologists to be 
increased, by others to bo diminished. 
The Collective Investigation shows that 
there is not much change. I'^om the age 
of bO to yO it averages 7;i-74 in men, 78-i \> 
in women. Tho respirations are a little 
increased in frequeucy, especially iu 
women. Urinary troubles arc a well 
: known source of discomfort aud suffering 
among old people. They do not. Low- 
ever, necessarily attend tho decline of life. 
Among 15Xjnales from 80 to 8S years of 
age, only six had any disease of the pros- 
tate or bladder. In tue next half ' decade, 
however, the proportion was greater. 

In old people wounds are known either 
to heal rapidly or to slough. The re- 
parative process is often as rapid as in the 
young. 

Sir Henry Thompson, In a recent arti- 
cle on "Diet in KehUiou to Age," baa 
called attention to the harm that cornea 
from attempts to overfeed old people. 
They are injured, he truly says, bv tho 
solicitous relatives, who think that iu 
feeding there is sure help for the waning 
strength. 'l"ho old need a light diet to 
correspond witli the lessened" work aud 
slower nutrition and waste of their 
tissues.
